CAMPAIGNERS are 
repeating calls for 
speed limit reductions 
on the A1307 after the 
road claimed its sixth 
life in two years. 

The latest fatal acci¬ 
dent happened close to 
Horseheath Green - just 
300 metres east of the 
spot where schoolgirl 
Imogen Barker, 15, died 
in February 
Father-of-two Peter Rogers, 
34, of Chedburgh Place, Hav¬ 
erhill, died after his Ford 
Transit overturned and left the 
road at 4.45pm on Saturday 
Imogen was killed as she 
tried crossing the road on her 
way home to Shady Camps. 

The latest accident occ¬ 
urred east of the junction. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council is already proposing 
three sections of the accident- 
blighted road should have red¬ 
uced speed limits. It has put the 
A1307 at the top of its list after 
a county wide review. 

But Coun Vicky Ford, dist¬ 
rict councillor for Balsham 
ward, which covers Horse- 
heath, is concerned the section 
of road near the village itself 
will not see a reduction. 

She has contacted the county 
council to call for two issues to 
be addressed by them. 

She said: “I asked them to 
firstly look again at the speed 
limit to be reduced in Horse- 
heath and beyond the hill at 
Cardinal’s Green. Secondly, I 
am calling for improvements to 
safety at Horseheath to be 
given urgent priority

“The number of truly tragic 
crashes on this road is complet¬ 
ely unacceptable and we must 
have some safety improve¬ 
ments.” 

The county council says the 
speed limit on the single carr¬ 
iageway section from Linton to 
the dual carriageway towards 
Horseheath could be reduced 
from 60mph to 50mph without 
any engineering work. 

The single carriageway sec¬ 
tion from Little Abington to the 
dual carriageway south of 
Hildersham could also get a 
50mph limit, but the council 
says engineering works would 
be required to enforce the 
lower speed. 

Coun Ford said: “There is a 
huge amount of frustration 
about how long this process is 
taking, which is largely due to 
the lack of funding given to 
Cambridgeshire’s roads. They 
just don’t have enough fund¬ 
ing.” 

There have now been 27 
accidents on the A1307 so far 
this year. 

Esther Cornell, spokes¬ 
woman for action group Access 
1307, said: “The accident rate 
on the A1307 has increased 
substantially in the past couple 
of years. It has always been 
high but it is now higher than 
ever. 

“There has been significant 
growth in Haverhill but this 
money has not been invested in 
road infrastructure.

TWO Haverhill shops will 
go under the hammer at 
top auction house Savills 
on Monday. 

New Look’s premises in 
The Chauntry High Street, 
and the store next door, 
Bon Marche, are both up 
for sale. 

Located close to HSBC 
Bank, Dorothy Perkins, 
Burton Menswear and 
Clinton Cards, the two 
properties are described by 
the auctioneers as occupy¬ 
ing “a prominent position 
on the south side of the 
pedestrianised section of 
the High Street in the 
prime retail area”. 

Number 4, The Chauntry, 
has a guide price of 


£500,000-£525,000 and is lot 
25 in the auction, which 
will take place at Claridges 
Hotel in London. 

It is let to New Look 
until 2011 and has a rental 
income of £34,500 a year. 
The property is described 
as “a modern two-storey 
terraced retail building 
arranged as a ground floor 
shop unit with first floor 
ancillary and storage 
accommodation. There is a 
private shared service yard 
at the back and the prop¬ 
erty is available leasehold. 

Lot 27 is number 5/6 The 
Chauntry which is also 
billed as a long leasehold 
retail investment.

Marche until 2011, it is also 
two-storey with a double 
shop unit on the ground 
floor and storage space on 
the first floor.

The front seat 
passenger, a 69-year- 
old woman from 
Great Abingdon, 
was taken to hos¬ 
pital. Her injuries 
were said not to be 
life-threatening. 

The van driver, a 
27-year-old man 
from Nottingham, 
suffered minor in¬ 
juries.

“The road takes a lot of 
traffic but is a little road and 
difficult to access for drivers, 
pedestrians and cyclists. Acc¬ 
essing the road is a major 
problem and this is comp¬ 
ounded by the speed issue. 

“We have just had a speed 
limit review but the area where 
the latest accident was has not 
been recommended to be inc¬ 
luded in it.” 

Tributes have been paid to 
Mr Rogers. 

The builder lived in a room 
in a shared house with several 
Polish men in Chedburgh 
Place, Haverhill. 

Housemate Jerzy Kuligowski 
said: “It is so terrible that he 
died. He was a young man who 
seemed very kind. It is so awful 
for his family who have been 
here to collect his stuff. 

“Peter was a nice quiet man 
who spent a lot of time in his 
room. He was getting over a 
divorce and really missed his 
two children. It is all so very 
sad.” 

Last August, 17-year-old 
Haverhill schoolgirl Stevie-Jay 
Sims died after an early morn¬ 
ing crash on the road. 

Haverhill father-of-two Ant¬ 
hony Bacon was the victim of a 
smash on the A1307 in Sep¬ 
tember. He lost control of his 
car, hit a sign and spun into a 
ditch. He died a month later in 
hospital from his injuries. 

Elizabeth Clifton-Brown, 80, 
died in hospital last December, 
following a crash near Bartlow 
crossroads last November. 

Safety campaigner Mrs 
Cornell added: “We send out 
condolences to the family of 
the man that was killed on 
Saturday We will be pressuring 
for action to be taken by the 
council and we ask that drivers 
take action too. 

“We will be reinforcing the 
view that Horseheath needs to 
be looked at again in terms of 
the speed limit review.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “The whole of the A1307 
was reviewed as part of our 
speed assessment and there 
were sections that could see a 
reduction in the limit. The 
Horseheath section was not in 
it. Our officers are still looking 
at the results of our speed limit 
assessment and they will again 
look at that section once more.” 

A spokeswoman for road 
safety campaign group Brake 
said: “It is positive that the 
council is listening to the 
campaign and community’s 
concerns. We hope that there 
will be a positive outcome for 
them and that funding will be 
found to get some measures in 
place to save lives.” 

In the crash on Saturday 
three fire crews from Linton, 
Haverhill and Cambridge were 
scrambled and firefighters 
managed to free Mr Rogers 
from the car by 6pm. 

It is not yet clear whether 
another vehicle was involved 
and police are calling for 
anyone who saw what happ¬ 
ened to come forward. Call

School areas may 
alter in shake-up 


PRIMARY pupils in Wick- 
hambrook may be sent to a 
Haverhill comprehensive 
rather than Newmarket’s St 
Felix Middle School if the 
Suffolk schools shake-up 
goes through. 

The claim was made by Save 
Suffolk Middle Schools (SSMS), a 
protest organisation opposing the 
move to adopt a two-tier education 
system across Suffolk. 

“No mention was made in the 
original proposals of altering school 
catchment areas between pyra¬ 
mids,” said an SSMS spokesman. 

Such a move would be “totally 
against” the wishes of parents - 
some of whom had moved to be in a 
particular school’s catchment area 
and would not be able to move 
again. 

Schools in the Haverhill area are 
among the first to be affected by 
Suffolk County Council’s decision to 
scrap middle schools and a first 
phase consultation period is coming 
to an end. 

SSMS claimed that teachers 
unsettled by Suffolk’s schools shake- 
up are already seeking jobs in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, after being told they 
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have no guarantee of keeping a job 
in Suffolk. 

Headteachers have not received 
promised “recruitment and ret¬ 
ention” packages to help them keep 
good staff through the reorgan¬ 
isation, which is just at the first 
phase of its consultation. 

SSMS said that more than half 
the teachers in the Haverhill pyra¬ 
mid’s schools are actively seeking 
new jobs - across the boundary in 
Cambridgeshire. 

He said the organisation had kept 
a “watching brief” on the first 
consultation stage for the Haverhill 
area schools. 

“However, now that this is 
drawing to a close, we feel com¬ 
pelled to comment on the farcical 
nature of what has been happening 
and the dire consequences that it is 
already having on the education of 
the children of Suffolk,” he said. 

“At the very least, the original 
decision should be overturned until 
more detailed plans and accurate 
costings for changes to all affected 
schools in Suffolk are submitted for 
independent scrutiny 


“Only then will anybody truly be 
able to decide if this massive up¬ 
heaval and expenditure is really in 
the best interests of our children.” 

A Suffolk County Council spokes¬ 
man said they would not respond to 
comments made as part of the 
consultation. 

He said: “All views received as 
part of the consultation process will 
help inform the decisions made by 
the county council’s cabinet in 
March 2008.” 

Martin Goold, county secretary of 
the National Union of Teachers 
(NUT), said: “It’s understandable 
that middle school staff, who have 
been told there are no guarantees 
that they won’t be made redundant, 
are looking to secure their future 
rather than waiting until actual 
closure. 

“The NUT is against the way in 
which the authority is going about 
this reorganisation.” 

He said that more job losses were 
likely because the county council 
was opting to create a sixth form 
centre in Haverhill and have pupils 
between 11 and 16 at the secondary 
schools. 

“There would have been much 
simpler ways of doing this,” he said. 


Final meeting on county’s education plan 


PARENTS have one last 
chance to hear details of 
plans to axe middle 
schools in Suffolk. 

The last public meeting on 
the issue to be held around 
Haverhill as part of 
consultation will be from 
7.30pm at Hartest Primary 


School, The Row, Bury St 
Edmunds on December 
12 . 

More than 1,000 people 
have already turned out to 
meetings in and around 
Haverhill and a similar 
number have made their 
voices heard through 


questionnaires. 

Although public meetings 
finish next week, people 
can still take part in the 
public consultation which 
runs until January 18. 
Suffolk County Council 
wants to move from three- 
tier to two-tier education, 


abolishing middle schools 
so youngsters only change 
school once, aged 11. 
Haverhill and Lowestoft are 
in the first phase of the 
plans.

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Centre vandals go on 
window smash spree 


A CHARITY has slammed 
vandals who attacked a comm¬ 
unity centre, shattering windows 
and causing hundreds of pounds 
worth of damage. 

Members of Kedington Community 
Association were shocked to find six 
large windows had been smashed at the 
centre. The floor was strewn with broken 
glass and bricks. 

The centre has been attacked more 
than a dozen times this year and the 
association said it is “frustrated” by the 
time and money it is having to spend on 
repairs and security measures. 

The association is now looking at 
improving CCTV and has already 
installed posts around bottle banks in a 
bid to stop them being pushed over. It has 
also chained down wheelie bins to 
prevent them being thrown in the river. 

The latest attack comes just two 
months after residents complained that 
drunken youths were running rampage 
through the village and had even tried to 
fire-bomb the library 

Steve Brown, chairman of the ass¬ 
ociation, said the damaged windows 
would cost around £1,000 to repair. 

It is the second time this year windows 
have been smashed at the centre and Mr 
Brown is concerned about the effect it 
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could have on the association’s insur¬ 
ance premium. 

The latest incident happened on 
Monday, November 26, between 4.30pm 
and 7.45pm. 

He said: “It’s been a very bad year for 
damage and vandalism and general 
nuisance. It’s cost us quite a bit of 
money 

“We have got some CCTV there and we 
are looking to upgrade that and hope¬ 
fully give better protection to the 
building. With the windows at the back, 
we are looking at the options to see if we 
can do anything structurally to reduce 
the influence of criminal damage. 

“We feel quite frustrated. We are doing 
all this hard work to keep the place going 
and provide wonderful facilities for the 
community and every so often it gets 
destroyed and we have to spend our 
energy and money to put it right. 

“It’s just down to a handful of 
individuals who clearly don’t care about 
their community 

“I know the police are putting 
resources in to trying to identify who 
these individuals are so they can take 
positive action against them. I hope they 
are successful.” 


Plans for town booze ban 


DETAILS of a proposed 
ban on alcohol in Hav¬ 
erhill town centre will 
be unveiled next week. 

Suffolk Police, St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council and Haverhill 
Town Council have 
worked together to 
establish a designated 
alcohol-free zone in the 
town, which would come 
into effect from next 
February. 

A report to councillors 
said Haverhill town 
centre was suffering 
from significant levels of 


“yobbish” anti-social 
behaviour because of 
the public consumption 
of alcohol. The bad 
behaviour took the form 
of verbal abuse and 
urinating in public, 
particularly in the Jub¬ 
ilee Walk and bus station 
area. 

Complaints had also 
been received from lic¬ 
ensees and other busi¬ 
nesses in the town about 
how the issue was affect¬ 
ing residents’ quality of 
life and giving a negative 
view of the town. This 


was discouraging people 
from using the town 
centre, especially in the 
evening. 

A police report said 
officers were spending a 
disproportionate am¬ 
ount of time dealing 
with the problems. 

It also found that 
alcohol bans had worked 
well in other places. 

Public consultation 
will be held before the 
ban is agreed and details 
of what is proposed will 
be released next week.

MORE than half of St Ed- 
mundsbury’s rubbish is now 
being recycled, making its 
residents some of the green¬ 
est in the country. 

Latest figures show the borough 
composted or recycled 50.03 per cent 
of waste in 2006/07, keeping it out of 
landfill sites. 

It means environmentally-friend- 
ly residents have helped St Ed- 
mundsbury hold on to its position 
as one of the top 10 recyclers 
nationwide. St Edmundsbury is the 
top recycler in Suffolk and eighth 
out of 393 councils across the 
country.

“For the borough to come among 
the best in the country once more is 
absolutely terrific news, and I 
would like to thank all of our 
residents for all their magnificent 
efforts over the past year.

“The three-bin system makes it 
easy for people to recycle and 
compost as much as possible, and 
we’re delighted that everyone has 
embraced the idea so fully.” 

St Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil collected 47,783 tonnes of waste 
last year. 

It hopes new initiatives such as a 
battery recycling trial and the 
availability to buy of blue sacks for 
putting out additional recyclables 
will boost rates even further.

Don’t believe bad 
news about centre 


Full-time supervision in 
play areas not practical 


Sir, I wish to reply to the 
letter that Mrs Faupel wrote 
(Following rules at centre - 
Weekly News, November 
15) about an incident at 
Boomerangs Play Centre, 
which resulted in a four- 
year-old boy breaking his 
leg. 

I agree that children need to 
be supervised but also, for 
safety reasons, know that if 
every adult accompanied a 
child on the equipment it 
would become overcrowded 
and potentially dangerous. It 
is advertised as a soft play 
area for children - not 50 per 
cent children and 50 per 
cent adults. 

Surely one of the main ideas 
of places like Boomerangs is 
to be able to take children to 
play and allow them to gain 


confidence and to interact 
with other children in a safe 
environment. 

When they leave the soft 
play equipment it is then 100 
per cent the responsibility of 
the accompanying adult to 
supervise the child to make 
sure that they behave and 
do not run riot outside of the 
soft play area, causing risk 
to themselves and others. 

If parents are expected to 
supervise their children’s 
play 100 per cent of the time 
- as Mrs Faupel says, 
according to “Boomerangs’ 
safety of play rules” - then 
the areas for parents to sit 
and have refreshments 
should not be provided 
within the area. Surely they 
should only be available for 
use once the child has 


finished within the play areas 
before they go home? 

I am sure Mrs Faupel is a 
very caring, vigilant 
grandmother, and I respect 
her obvious faith in soft play 
equipment, but as Mrs 
Faupel stated, they are 
covered by health and 
safety regulations and 
should be a safe place for 
our children to play. 

The public are entitled to be 
made aware when an 
incident such as the 
forementioned occurs so 
that detailed checks can be 
made to avoid any child 
being at risk in the future. 


Sir, I was sorry to hear 
that four-year-old Tai 
Rose broke his leg while 
playing at Boomerangs’ 
play zone. However, I felt 
it was rather unfair that 
Boomerangs received 
such bad publicity. 

I have taken my two 
children there on several 
occasions and have 
myself climbed all over 
the apparatus while 
supervising them. 

I recently held my son’s 
sixth birthday at 
Boomerangs and he told 
me it was his “best 
birthday ever!” The party 
was well organised and 
all 16 children really 
enjoyed themselves. Two 


booked Boomerangs for 
their children’s birthday. 

I have also heard from 
parents who have not yet 
taken their children there 
that they will not do so 
due to the article giving 
them the impression it is 
not a safe place. 

Haverhill is growing and 
improving all the time 
and I feel that 
Boomerangs has played 
a part in this. 

I will continue to use and 
support the facility and 
would hope that those 
who have been put off by 
the article will give it a 
chance. Their children 
will love it.

Tributes for 
hunt master 


TRIBUTES have been paid 
to one of the region’s rich¬ 
est men and most colourful 
characters who has died 
after a battle with cancer. 

Edmund Vestey was the third- 
generation leader of one of the 
world’s largest family businesses, 
Vestey Group, and also a 
dedicated countryman who led 
nationwide opposition to the ban 
on hunting with hounds. 

He died on Friday, November 23, 
at Little Thurlow Hall, which he 
had shared with his wife Anne 
until her death earlier this year. 

Mr Vestey, 75, amassed an 


estimated £700 million fortune 
from his family’s interests in the 
meat trade, based on the achieve¬ 
ments of his grandfather Edmund 
in the 1920s. 

At its peak it had 23,000 emp¬ 
loyees and kept more than 250,000 
cattle worldwide. Mr Vestey was 
well-known as the master of the 
Thurlow Hunt. 

He was educated at Eton before 
embarking on a military career 
and was a keen fundraiser. 

John Griffiths, leader of St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
said “He was a prominent figure 
who made a huge contribution to 
a large number of people. He will 
be sorely missed.”

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BMW’s spectacular ‘M’ thriller 


I’VE developed a soft spot 
for the BMW M3. 

The coverage the new E92 M3 
has received in the past months 
has led me to regard this new 
Beemer as an old friend. Absorbing 
numbers, scrutinising styling 
details, marvelling at audio clips of 
the raucous V8 - it’s as if we’d 
known each other our entire lives. 
Of course that is not the case and 
the E92 is very much the new kid 
on the block. 

So, what can I tell you about the 
latest M3 coupe that you won’t have 
already heard? Truthfully . . . 
nothing, chances are you’ll have 
heard it all before, but how does it 
rank amongst its predecessors? 

Upon seeing the M3 for the first 
time I was surprised at its size. I 
knew it was going to be bigger than 
the standard coupe, but its new 
dimensions almost caricature the 
lesser 3-Series models. The most 
noticeable addition is the 
“powerdome” on the bonnet, but 
larger air intakes, an all-carbon 
fibre roof and a set of four 
chromed pipes complete this new 3- 
Series on steroids. 

Inside, there’s little to set the M3 
apart from the rest of the range.

It’s comfortable, well made and 
everything we’ve come to expect 
from BMW, without the 
ostentatious styling of the exterior. 

Press the start button and the 
4.0-litre V8 fires crisply, but jumps 
to life with only a low grumble, 
resting in a comfortable but 
uninspiring idle. Only when I 
gently feather the pedal do I begin 
to feel its potential. Itching to go, I 
pull out onto the road. I find second 
gear, at just 6,000rpm, well below 
the 8,400rpm red line, giving me 
just a brief snippet of the eight- 
strong choir beneath the ’dome. 
Second gear soon ends, but I want 
to hold on to third a while longer 
though that ends too quickly, this 
time through no fault of my own. 
Pull down into fourth on the ’box

and power continues, but sadly the 
road does not. 

Having experienced the range of 
the engine, I can now say how truly 
magnificent the M3’s engine is. 
Clever electronics mean there is a 
seemingly endless stream of power 
all the way up to the rev limit. To 
fully appreciate the BMW’s 
potential, I pressed the “M Drive” 
button - and I was in a totally 
different car. The throttle response 
sharpened and the steering 
assistance was toned down a notch. 
Dampers were tensed and the 
stability control relaxed which 


meant a far less predictable ride. 

So, what have I learnt from my 
time with the M3 that I wouldn’t 
have been able to tell you before? I 
now know that the initial 
commotion was justified, this 
really is a spectacular car. What’s 
now troubling me is that my 
benchmark for affordable fun has 
been shattered.

50,000 miles. 

■ BMW 5-Series (1996- 
2004) - “Brilliantly 
engineered and built, 
the best prestige estate 
you can buy,” says 
Tumbridge. “They are 
very comfortable, and 
great to drive, with 
prices of petrol models 


dropping by the day.” 

Most economical is 
the 525d, returning 
42.2mpg overall, and best 
used buy is the smooth 
and powerful 525i petrol 
engine, with SE 
specification. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
lists 25 pre-buy check, 
and prices a 62,000-mile 
525i from 2001 at around 
£8,600. 

■ Audi A6 Avant (1997- 
2005) - “This matches 
BMW’s 5 and Mercedes’ 
E, and is certainly better 
built inside and out, but 
the Audi badge does not 
quite have the image 
and that means lower 
prices,” Tumbridge 
points out. The Avant 
estate is an impressive 
size, though, he says. 

Most economical 
model is the 1.9Tdi 115, 
returning 52.3mpg 
overall, and best used 
buy is the 2.4 V6 - 
because it is petrol, it 
comes fairly cheap. 

UsedCarExpert.com 
lists 15 faults to avoid, 
while pricing a 2001 2.4 
V6, with 60,000 recorded 
miles, at around £7,609.

U’s chairman Lee Power said he 
hoped the Haverhill-based England C 
international, whose contract runs 
out at the end of the season, would 
accept the new deal after turning 
down a previous offer in the summer. 

But he said the United board, who 
rejected an offer from Southend for 
the defender in the summer, wanted 
an answer one way or the other as 
soon as possible from the teenager, 
who has previously had trials with 
the likes of Chelsea, Everton and 
Newcastle. 

Power said: “We’ve made Michael a 
fantastic financial offer for this level 
and I think he’d benefit from staying 
with us for another year or two under 
the guidance of Jimmy (Quinn) and 
Alan (Lewer). It’s a big decision for 
the lad - everyone has got to be 
aware of that - the same as it was for 
Robbie (Simpson).
